[Leslie’s:] How will the European 
war affect those insurance companies 
which have extended their operations

| hosts of persons among the now war- 
ring nations?

suffer somewhat more than in 

times, for many of their policy hold- 
ers are on the fighting line and a cer- 
tain proportion of these is likely to 
be killed. But the leading Ameri- 
can companies do not appear to be 
alarmed over the death claim pos- 
sibilities, though they are exercised 
over the disorganization of their agen- 
cy forces and the consequent loss of 
new business. Policies containing war

Yesterday a minute package arrived 
in Los Angeles for the Belgian Con- 
sul, Mr. Moorkens, containing three 
tiny parts for an automobile. He was 
requested to locate a Mrs. Anita Bald- 
win and return the parts to her, as 
they belonged to a machine which she 
had loaned the government in the 
early days of the war. — 

It appears that while Anita Bald- 
win was touring through Belgium the 
war broke out. She had her own auto- 
mobile with her, but found it some- 
what of an incumbrance with so many 
covetous eyes upon it. So she hastened 
to place it at the disposal of the Bel- 
gian government for any purpose 
whether it was conveying 
the wounded or carting provisions. 
The government Was siteated in Brus- 
sels at that time, but has since been 
established at Havre in France, via 
Antwerp and Ostend, after many 
chaotic vicissitudes. But they found 
time to remember. 

They accepted the tender of the ma- 
chine strictly as a loan and have been 
acrupulously mindful of their obliga- 
tions to one American lady in far 
Califortiia. Not all their distress of 
mind and heart, which could so readily 
have excused far more serious forget- 
fulness, could obliterate their courtesy.
